Foeling I« T h a i Soviet 
Spokesman Will Come 
Up With New Bid

Russia is expected to offer new 
proposals at the deadlocked Paris 
foreign ministers conference to­ 
morrow. The conference was re­ 
cessed today at the request of 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky. 
Vishinsky abruptly asked for a 
day off when western representa­ 
tiv es said the conference 
was 
doomed to failure and might as 
well be wound up next week. V i­ 
shinsky gave no reason why he 
wanted a day’s recess but when 
he meets the western ministers 
tomorrow he is expected to have 
new instructions from the Krem­ 
lin. 
Russia so far has not given an 
inch. 
Yesterday’s council m eet­ 
ing was punctuated by prodding 
outbursts by western representa­ 
tiv es against Russia’s adamant 
stand. 
Said Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson: “ We are here to deal 
with realities and not to engage 
in some form of diplomatic m in­ 
uet.” 
The United States wants the 
conference brought to a close un­ 
less some progress can be made. 
Vishinsky 
suggested 
yesterday 
that a commission be set up to 
start preparing for 
a 
German 
peace treaty. 
He proposed the 
foreign ministers meet again in 
three months time, and that the 
three powers agree to withdraw 
all troops from 
Germany 
one 
year after a peace treaty is sign­ 
ed.

two Germanys, East and West. 
They asked: 
How can Russia 
and the West agree on a peace 
treaty when they cannot agree on 
the minutest problems of the di­ 
vided country? 
In Berlin, the western power 
representatives grappled with the 
three-week old railway 
strike. 
The Paris conference has asked 
that the problem be settled 
by 
Monday. Otherwise, it goes to the 
foreign ministers to settle. 
The western economic chiefs in 
Berlin have asked the Russians 
to reopen trade 
and 
transport 
talks over the weekend. So far 
the Russians have not accepted 
the invitation. Meanwhile, west­ 
ern officials are meeting with the 
west Berlin city government and 
striking union officials in an ef­ 
fort to find a solution. 
In Little Rock, Ark., President 
Truman is expected to make an 
important speech on American 
foreign policy today. The Presi­ 
dent is disturbed by the efforts 
of a bloc of 
economy-minded 
congressmen to cut European aid 
funds. He had told associates he 
will resort to “ plain talk” in de­ 
fense of his administration’s pol­ 
icy,

Defense Co u nsel’s attack o n the credibility o f 
W hittaker Chambers, star witness in the per­ 
ju ry trial o f Alger Hies, is so u nd legal tactics. 
It also reflects a qu estio n that has been raised 
in the po pu lar mind by the co nv ersio n o f fo rmer 
Co mmu nists to the su ppo rt o f the United States 
in its effo rts to resist the internatio nal Co mmu n­ 
iât co nspiracy. 
The qu estio n is whether o r no t any perso n who 
has been co nv erted to lo yalty is entitled to stand 
o n the same plane as perso na who se lo yalty nev er 
faltered. 
There is a co mmo n o pinio n 
that the United 
State« mu st be to lerant o f tho se who stray fro m 
the path o f lo yalty, pro v ided they retu rn to it 
ev entu ally. In so me circles it ev en ia held that 
the straying itself is o f no great co nsequ ence be­ 
cau se it may represent no thing mo re serio u s than 
e stage o f mental dev elo pment, as in the case o f 
a stu dent who feels he mu st su bmit himself to 
v ario u s indo ctrinatio ns o n hie way to 
po litical 
matu rity. 
Perhaps this is inev itable, tho u gh certainly it 
m no t a thing to be enco u raged. That is a fallacy 
fo istad o n stu dents by so ft-headed academicians 
who se mo ral ju dgment has failed to keep pace 
w ith their u na&similat&d kno wledge. In the Cham- 
bara-Hiaa co ntro v ersy» the credibility o f bo th par­ 
ties ia o pen to po pu lar challenge o n the basis 
o f ev idence that their co nv ersio n to lo yalty ia no : 
match fo r the lo yalty o f Americans who nev er 
, flirted with dislo yalty.

THE general pu blic is ju st be­ 
ginning to weke u p to what has 
been apparent to the medical pro ­ 
fessio n fo r years—the need fo r 
mo re research o n arthritis, which 
is an inflammatio n o f the jo ints. 
To date we kno w almo st no th­ 
ing o f its cau ses, and little o f its 
tru e natu re, beyo nd the fact that 
in so me way it stimu lates an o v er 
gro wth o f the su ppo rting o r co n­ 
nectiv e tissu es, chiefly aro u nd 
the jo ints. 
Practically 
ev erything 
that 
anyo ne co u ld think o f has been 
tried in the treatm ent o f arthri­ 
tis, bu t. acco rding to Dr. Charles 
Ragen o f Co lu mbia 
u niv ersity, 
o nly two o f the many measu res 
u sed hav e sto o d the test o f time. 
One o f these ia go ld. The o ther 
is m a class o f dru gs kno wn as 
the salicylates, o f which aspirin 
is the mo st familiar. Neither can 
be regarded as a cu re. 
Sto ws Up Activ ity 
In many cases, ho wev er, go ld 
seems to slo w u p the activ ity o f 
the disease. 
Unfo rtu nately, 
it 
seems to benefit o nly abo u t o ne 
o u t o f three who do no t impro v e 
with o ther metho ds. Its greet ad­ 
v antage is that with go ld, 
im­ 
pro v ement co mes within a perio d 
o f o ne to three mo nths. 
With o ther metho ds o f treat­ 
ment. su ch as rest and diet, a pe­ 
rio d o f o ne year o r two may be 
requ ired 
befo re 
benefits 
ere 
no ted. 
On the o ther hand, the 
impro v ement o btained with go ld 
treatm ent 
is 
no t 
permanent.

Ho wev er, there is a v al­ 
u able treatm ent av ailable to co m­ 
bat this o ccasio nal rash. It is a 
British-dev elo ped dru g, kno wn as 
“Bal.” 
Salicylate preparatio ns seem to 
lessen the activ ity o f the rheu ­ 
mato id changes in that they cau se 
sto ppage o f pein and lessen swell­ 
ing and redness. 
Fo u nd Helpfu l 
The preparatio n kno wn as gen- 
tisic acid, which is fo rmed in the 
bo dy when salicylates are taken, 
has been fo u nd helpfu l 
in 
the 
treatm ent o f arthritis. Its actio n 
is similar to that o f the salicy­ 
lates. Ho wev er, it is eliminated 
mo re rapidly fro m the bo dy and 
mu st be giv en at mo re frequ ent 
interv als. 
Sto mach distu rbance 
is 
less 
likely to o ccu r with gentisic acid 
than with the salicylates. It do es 
no t cau se ringing in the ears, 
ev an when giv en in large do ses, 
while the salicylates may cau se 
this sympto m. 
Ev en tho u gh we do no t hav e 
any su re o r qu ick cu re fo r arthri- 


tis, the patient with this disease 
will do far better with medical 
su perv isio n 
than 
witho u t 
it, 
since there are a 
go o d 
many 
measu res which caq help no t o nly 
to m ake him mo re co mfo rtable, 
bu t which will also slo w the pro ­ 
gress o f the disease.

Age changes in the Boy Scouts 
at America will be effective in 
the Columbiana council starting 
Sept. 1. 
The Nationaltcouncil on May 23 
authorized Cub* Scouts at 8 years 
of age, Boy Scouts at 11 and Sen 
ior Scouts at 14. 
However, the 
change was optional in each lo­ 
cal council until Sept. 1, 1850.

This is a decided change in the 
Boy Scouts of America which has 
been studied for three years. The 
effect of the change is not ex­

NEW TWIST . 
FOR FARMER 
LOANS SEEN 


Wheat Lo ans Arrangement 
Is Anno unced In New 
Federal Pro gram 


By WILLIAM FERRIS 
CHICAGO, June 11—<AP)— A 
new twist to the government 
wheat loan program was seen 
today as 
highly 
attractive 
to 
farmers. 
Grain men here felt the new 
program, announced late Tues­ 
day b y the Agriculture depart­ 
ment, would cause wheat to b e 
held b ack on farms. It should pre­ 
vent 
markets 
from 
b ecoming 
glutted and prices from slumping 
sharply b elow government loan 
levels, they said. 
Wheat prices responded to the 
announcement of the new pro­ 
gram y esterday with wide ad­ 
vances, particularly in the south­ 
west. Cash wheat b ounded up 314 
eo 11 cents a b ushel at Kansas 
City . Wheat futures rose 3% to 
5% cents at Chicago. * 
In Chicago, traders who were 
short in wheat futures, ex pect­ 
ing prices to drop 
at 
harvest 
time, felt Agriculture Secretary 
Brannan had pulled a new rab ­ 
b it out of his hat. It was a vicious 
animal, too, as far as the shorts 
were concerned. 
Here is how grain men reason 
the program will work: 
1. The*farmer can let his new­ 
ly harvested wheat lie unpro­ 
tected in a field for 90 day s. Dur­ 
ing that period, he will get a 
loan from the government equal 
to 75 per cent of the government 
price support level. That would 
amount to around $ 1.42 a b ushel 
in the southwest.* 
2. The farmer then can b uild, 
within the 90 day period, b ins 
on his farm to store the grain. 
Fot this, the government will 
loan him 85 per cent of the b uild­ 
ing cost. Meanwhile, if the wneat 
piled on the ground deteriorates 
the government will foot the b ill 
for that loss. 
3. When the farmer has the b ins 
b uilt, he can take his wheat out 


of the field and put It in the 
uuu>. Then he 
bauo w Uu 
full government price support 
loan, or af^out $ 1.90 a b ushel in 
the southwest. 
Thus, the difference b etween 
the temporary 90 day loan ana 
the full loan is ab out 48 cents a 
b ushel. That, in the opinion of 
grain men, is more than enougn 
to cover the farmer’s c^st in 
b uilding the b ins. 
The result is that it’s to the 
farmer’s advantage to b uild the 
b ins. In effect, he gets them for 
nothing b ecause of the differ­ 
ence b etween the two loans. Fur­ 
thermore, he has 
b ins 
on 
his 
faam in case he should need 
them at some future time. 
Finally , if wheat prices don’t 
get ab ove the full government 
loan, tjie farmer can default. If 
prices do advance, the farmer 
can redeem his wheat and sell 
it at the higher price. 
This will b e the first time since 
the loan program wai started m 
1938 that loans have b een made 
on wheat piled on the ground 
Heretofore, wheat to b e eligib le 


for a government loan had to b e 
adequately stored protected from 
deterioration.
